course and what schools in the state 
will be accredited to give standard 
courses— two years for elementary' 
teachers 
and four years for high 
school teachers. 
One of the problems that the state 
hoard will have to work out in con­ 
nection with the granting of life li- 
I censes is the matter of classifying 
teacher- with such life certificates 
for the purpose of determining their 
minimum wage. 
The new wage law 
* provides that teachers in Class D, 
that is, teachers who have taught 
Ii vt* or more years, shall have their 
minimum salary based on a multiplier 
of five. 
On the other hand, the law* 
provides that "exemption teachers” 
(teachers free from taking examina­ 
tions by virtue of the fact that they 
have taught six years and are hold­ 
ers of a thirty-six months’ license), 
sire alloted a multiplier of only four 
and one-half. 
Tile question arises 
whether the life certificate teachers 
will come under the head of exemp­ 
tion teachers or Class I) teachers.
